HTKHLF IMPORTANT !

The foljowiny; import jnt intelligence 


was received at Nr-.v-York on Thurs- 
day afternoon. by signal from the ship 
Hi hernia, irom Liverpool, which was 
below : 


"A Revolution has taken place in 


France. 
The National Guard has de- 


serted the King and joined the people. 
under Gen. LAFAYETTE. 
A dread- 


ful battle has taken place between the 
National and Kind's Guards — the lat- 
ter was defeated — killed from five to 
six thousand !" 


ICT^'hen this paper was put to 


press, the particulars of the above im- 
portant event had not reached us thro' 
our exchange city papers — but we learn 
verbally, that the revolution has been 
complete — that the King of France had 
fled, taking with him all the Crown 
jewels — that the Duke of Orleans, has 
been placed at the head of the Govern- 
ment, temporarily — and it was expect 
ed a Regency would be appointed, un- 
til the young Duke of Bordeaux, the 
next heir to the Throne, attained his 
majority 
The pavements of Paris, it 


is said, were torn up during the contest, 
to furnish missiles for the incensed po- 
pulace. Those of the King's guards, 
who were not slaughtered, have been 
disarmed, and still remained in Paris. 
The troops of the line, when ordered to 
fire upon the National Guard, refused 
to obey their officers — so that it ap- 
pears the almost universal sentiment is 
in opposition to the Kingatid Ministry. 
The slaughter on both sides was very 
considerable ; but no destruction of 
property, we learn, was allowed, except 
at the palace of the Archbishop, from 
which the National Guard had been fi- 
red upon. 
After order was restored. 


Gen. LAFAYETTE was appointed 
Commander in chief of the National 
Guard. 
This/is a happy circumstance, 


as his influence will be exerted to res 
train all licentiousness and excesses. — 
We look anxiously for particulars. 


The causes which led to this tumult 


and bloodshed, and involved France 
once more in civil war, are the high- 
handed measures of the King and his 
Ministry 
The election of the Cham- 


ber of Deputies had just been comple- 
ted, and the result left the Ministry in 
a feeble and hopeless minority. In de- 
fiance of this expression of the public 
will, the Ministry were determined, if 
possible, lo carry t'heir point. 
The 


Chamber of Deputies was dissolved, 
by ordinance of the King;, before it was 
assembled — and a new election order- 
ed. 
A rigid censorship of the Press 


was established, subject only to such in- 
fluences as they themselves might al- 
low to operate; and the law oi" ek--c- 
tions was so altered, by ordinance, that 
its provisions, it was thought, would 
exclude from suffrage more than two- 
thirds of the voters of France.

ALGIEHS, July 8 — Notice has been 


given to the Turkish subjects to q u i t 
the territory of Algiers immediately ; 
that those who possess real property 
had a delay of eight months to sell it, 
and that at the expiration of that time 
the property not disposed of should be 
sold at public auction, and that the said 
Turkish soldiers should be conveyed 
by the French vessels out of the terri- 
tory of the Regency of Algiers, with an 
express prohibition to return.

men in the port; but the English fla.^ 
has almost entirely disappeared, tho' 
Odessa now offers the greatest outlet of 
the Russian Empire.

murderer of Col. D u n n :•— On the night 
preceding the execution, Cox took no 
rest 
The Ministers of God were with 


him, and he received from their hands 
Ihe holy sacrament, both on Thursday 
evening and Friday morning. 
He lel'i 


a written confession, which he said he 
would be willing to seal with his blood, 
in which he implicated seven other 
men as advisers to the deed for which 
it was his lot to suffer. 
It is said t h a t 


those persons 
have absented 
them 


selves. 
In his address from the seal- 


fold he made allusion lo these evil advi- 
sers as being the cause of his dreadful 
fate. 
A fortnight before his execution 


he addressed a letter to the widow of 
the lamented Dunn, in which he ex- 
pressed the most heartfelt sorrow for 
his crime, averring that'll' he had mil- 
lions, and their sacrifice could effeci it, 
he would give all for the restoration of 
her husband's life ; and that if he pos- 
sessed millions he would ^ive all to her 
and her offspring, if indeed'they could 
in any degree repair their loss. 


The conduct of this unfortunate be- 


ing presents a varied and illustrative 
view of frail h u m a n nature. 
Seven 


months ago. instigated by the most 
fiendish passions, in the open day, and 
w i t h i n hearing of the wife and child, he 
entered the apartment ol" an estimable 
man, and nol only without provocation, 
but without a moment's warning, made 
him a corpse 
upon the spot. 
The 


hardness of heart, the blasphemy, ihe 
cold-blooded indifference, 
which 
he 


manifested on the occasion of his ap- 
prehension, procured for him ihe de- 
served epithet of a monster perfectly 
abandoned, without hope or ihe desire 
of mercy. 
A few weeks ago, alter ma- 


ny months confinement in a dreary pri- 
son, with his horrid deed constantly in 
view, \ve heard of him in the hall of 
Justice, with a determined 
counte- 


nance, and very litile indication of sof- 
tened feelings.

of his Judge, when pronouncing upon 
him the sentence of the law. did how- 
ever move him, and in secret he mani- 
fested the favorable effecis which were 
produced.
